I pointed out again that to 
the common man, who Is not au fait with the German 
question, all this would just add up to a massive amount 
of information against Germans as such. He said he 
would bear all this In mind and do what he can about it.

only in so far as the liberation of 
India was concerned, but RIbben- 
trop and other Nads refused to 
accept conditional co-operation. 

The documents relating to Netaji 
were now being studied in his 
country. 

Dr Weidemann said that Indian 
soldiers, who were Jaken prisoner 
by the German army in North 
Africa, were formed into an Indian 
division at Koeni&sbruck to fight 
Russians. But this division refused 
to fight against the Soviet Union, 
although it was quite willing to 
fight 'the British. Because of their 
1 refusal, 10 Indian officers and 
soldiers were shot dead. 

The Nazi® then sta ged a military 
trial, and shot dead another ID 
and sentenced 40 more to several 
years' imprisonment 

Dr Weidemann said that the 
Gennan Democratic Republic sup- 
, ported India m her border conflict 
with China as well as in her con- 
flict with Pakistan, while West 
i Germany gave military aid to 
: Pakistan during the Indo-Pajdstan 
conflict.

Please refer to your D.0.No.Wl/125/(64)/67 dated 
the 24th November 1967 addressed to Shri Kutty, First Secretary 
Indian Embassy, Prague, copy endorsed to me, regarding a 
Parliament Question about the research of Dr. Viedman*of the 
Institute of the International Relations, East Berlin. As 
far as I have been able to ascertain, Dr. Viedman*of the 
Institute of International Relations is engaged in research 
in connection with the stay of Netaji Subhash Chander Bose in 
Germany during the War. The results of his research are 
however not complete so far and are likely to be published 
some time next year. According to the research being made by 
Dr. Viedman^it appears that Netaji left Germany for Japan 
because he was unable to persuade the Nazi Regime to make a 
clear cut declaration that India will gain independence after 
the war and he may have been in fact convinced that the idea 
of the Nazis may be to replace British Rule in India by the 
German Rule. He, therefore, perhaps felt that he would get 
better support for India 1 s cause In Japan than in Germany. 



2. This information has been obtained by me during an 
informal discussion with the Secretary of the South East Asia 
Society Mr. L. Gunther without disclosing the purpose for which 
it is required. The Society has also published a booklet which 
has some bearings on the research being done by Dr. Viedman* 
which I enclose herewith* Although it does not have a direct 
bearing on the stay of Netaji in Germany it is connected with 
the research being conducted by the Doctor. 



3. In case any further information is required on the 

subject I can contact Dr, Viedman x who works in Postdam and 
supply further information to you on the subject after discus- 
sing the matter with him.
